WRECKED AND 26 KILLED, 


Explodes While Over Outskirts s of Johannisthal at a Height 
of 900 Feet—Catastrophe Causes Consternation in Aero- 
nautical Circles—Kaiser Weeps on Receiving News.

Coming so shortly after the destruc- 
tion of the L 1 ina hurricane in the 
North Sea on “September 9, when 165 
men were killed, today’s disaster gave 
rise to a feeling of consternation in 
Berlin, whose public had within a 
week been saddened by. the loss of 
many German passengers on board the 
burned Volturno, and by accounts of 
the terrible mining ‘catastrophe in 
Wales. 

Another Story of Fatality 

Berlin, Oct. 17.—-The new naval Zep- 
pelin airship “L-2" exploded in the air 
near Johannisthal today, and was com- 


Berlin, Oct, 17,—The newest and 
largest of the Zeppelin airships, the 


“L-2" was destroyed in mid-air by an 
explosion at 10:15 this morning. 

All but one of the 27 military men 
on board, including the entire o.dmiral- 
ty trial board, were killed. 

The disaster occurred just above the 
main street of the city of Johannisthal 
while the big dirigible 500 feet long 
was making a trial trip, preliminary 
to its acceptance as flagship of the 
new German aerial navy. The shat- 
tered hulk of the airship a mass_ of 
blazing canvas and crumpled alum- 
inum dropped 900 feet into the public 
highway. Hundreds of people who 
had been watching the fight from 


parks and housetops rushed to the /pletely wrecked. All the crew were 
scene, There was nothing to be done |killea. 
except take out the dead from the} Ahout 30 persons were aboard the 


mass of twisted wreckage. Lieutenant 
Baron Von Bleul, of the Queen Augus- 
ta Grenadier Guards, who was mak- 
ing the trip as a guest, was the only 
survivor of the wreck. He was badly 
injured and his condition is critical, 

Many of the bodies were so badly 
burned and mangled as to be unrecog- 
nizable. 

The admiralty trial board consisted 
of seven officers including Lieutenant 
Commander. Behnisch and _ Senior 
Lieutenant Freyer of the German 
nayal flying corps. The airship's pilot 
was Captain Gluth A. Veteran, steers- 
man in the employ of Count Zeppelin. 
Naval Construction. Neumann and 
Pietzler and Naval Engineer Busch 
were among those on board the L 2. 

Lieut.-Commander Behnisch was 2@ 
close personal friend of the emperor. 
He was formerly navigation. officer of 
the imperial yacht and later com- 
mander of the cruiser Pantser. 

Lieutenant Fryer was also a favorite 
of Emperor William. He was formerly 
personal adjutant of Prince Adalbert, 
one of the sons of the- -emperor: He 
}served with the prince on board: a, tor- 
pedo’ boat after studying with ‘him at 
the naval academy. 

Spectators ‘who: had been watching 

the impressive manoeuvres of the L 2 
from below saw the great gas bag 
burst into a glaring flame and then 
fall. A second or two later the rever- 
‘berating sound of the terrific explosion 
reached them. 
“It: was impossible for some time to 
approach the flaming dirigible, beneath 
which the members of the crew had 
been crushed and burned. 

A director, of one of the aviation 
companies at the Johannisthal aero- 
dromes was an_ eye-witness of the 
disaster. He described it as follows: 

“IT was working in my. office about 
600 yards from the scene of the acci- 
dent when I was startled by an explo- 
sion of extraordinary violence. My 
first thought was that an aeroplane 
had landed on the roof of my building 
and that the gasoline tank had ex- 
ploded. 

“I rushed to a window and saw the 
new dirigible in flames and plunging 
toward the earth, The outer covering 
of the craft had been already burned 
off and the inner balloon containing 
the gas had disappeared. 

“The naked aluminium frame work 
with its long centre pieces, its inter- 
laced ribs and its tapering ends, and 


airship. The party included the entire 
admiralty trial buard headed by Com- 
mander Benhisch conducting the final 
trials prior to the acceptance of the 
new craft as part of the new German 
acrial navy. 

The crew was under. command of 
Lieut. Freyer og. the navy, and Captain 
Gluth, one of Count Zeppelin'’s veteran 
dirigible pilots. 

The airship exploded at.10:16 am. 
while it» was over the outskirts of 
Johannisthal ‘sailing at a height of 
about 900 feet. . 

The craft fell on the main highway 
leading into Johannisthal, it's blacken- 
ed wreck a twisted aluminum frame 
work blucking the road. 

The exact cause of the accident is 
unknown, The dirigible had just left 
it’s shed and traversed barely a quarter 
of a mile in the direction of Berlin. 

Pillar of Fire. 

Spectators suddenly- saw a mighty 
pillar of fire shoot from the balloon, 
and the next instant the craft was a 
mass of flames plunging to:earth, bury- 
ing those aboard beneath It’s wreckage, 
The’ names and exact number of. vic- 
tims, however, could not be obtained 
directly after the accident. 

Following so shortly upon the dis- 
aster of Seplember 9 last, when a 
similar airship launched for the navy 
as “LL-1" was'destroyed in a hurricane 
with a loss of 15 men, the news of to- 
day’s catastrophe has caused conster- 
nation in aeronautical circles, and in 
fact throughout the capital. 

The "L-2" was the latest and largest 
of the new craft designed for the Ger- 
man navy. It was about 500 feet long. 

The Zeppelin airships have been sin- 
gulurly unfortunate eyer since their in- 
vention by the aged soldier-count. 
No fewer than seven of them have been 
destroyed by fire, explosion or wreck. 

Many Minor Accidents.

To the Mayor and Council, Edmonton: 

Gentlemen,—Pursuant to your reso- 
lution of Tuesday night, we beg leave 
to offer to sell to the city, natural gas 
at 15 cents per thousand cubic feet, 
on the following terms, viz.: 

1. The company to lay down a pipe 
line 16 inches in diameter from the 
boundary of the city northwards to,the 
company’s gas field, and have this 
completed at as early a date as pos- 
sible. 

2, The city to install its own dis- 
tribution system and to receive the 
supply of gas at the end of the com- 
pany’s pipe line, where a meter would 
be Installed for the purpose of mea- 
suring the quantity delivered, 

3. The city to extend its distribution 
system from time to time as fast as is 
reasonably necessary for the purpose 
of affording a supply to as large a pro- 
portion of the city as possible. 

4, The city to purchase its supply of 
gas exclusively from the company for 
a period of 20 years to the extent of 
the capacity of the pipe line installed 
by the company, but to Ve free to make 
during the period of 20 years such oth- 
er arrangements as it desires for the 
purchase of any quantity of gas re- 
quired by it in excess of the capacity 
of the company’s pipe line’ and all 
rights under the contract with the 
company to absolutely cease and de- 
termine at the end of the period.

called for the whole capacity of the 
pipe the intermediate customers will 
be cut off.

Mayor Eanes How New Sys- 
tem Will Improve Condi- 
tions in City, 


MR, BOOTH SAYS IT WILL 
REDUCE COST OF DELIVERY 


Vote Shows Almost Unanim- 
ous Sentiment in Favor of 
New System, 


The new street naming and house 
numbering system was again approy- 
ed by the Retail Merchants assocla- 


tlon at a largely attended meeting last 
night. A. M. Frith, of the Burnham 
Frith Co., was in the chair, and called 
on Mayor Short to explain the system, 

The mayor reiterated his former 
statements and lucidly told why~-the 
new systein had been adopted and how 
it would improve conditions as soon as 
the public really understood it. He 
told how an unsuccessful attempt had 
been made last year to redesignate the 
streets on the south side, leaving the 
north side untouched. This move was 
resented by the south siders, he said, 
as they wanted the whole city chang- 
ed or none at all. “The quadrant sys- 
tem now In use on the south side has 
become intolerable to the business men 
and they held a meeting, deciding on 
the all numerical system, after con- 
sidering several schemes,” declared 
his worship, 


Business Men Approve. ° 


The mayor then stated that many of 
the business men of the city had per- 
sonally approved the new scheme, and 
such well known men as James Ram- 
sey and Mr. Booth had endorsed it. 
The large numbers appeared to be the 
only stumbling block, he declared, but 
the objections raised were more ap- 
parent than real. He referred to the 
public meeting keld recently in the new 
Empire auditorium and criticized se- 
verely the men responsible for placing 
an injunction against the new sys- 
tem, 

“Up. to the present time we have a 
majority of the citizens in favor of 
the new scheme,” seid the mayor, “and 
if it is proven that’I.am not correct in 
this assertion, then Iam perfectly will- 
ing to accept the inevitable.” 

In speaking of the intersection of the 
river, Mr Sooth said that this was one 
of the weak points of the system, but 
no system is perfect. 

“Many other alternate schemes have 
been considered,” said Mr. Booth, “and. 
had any of. them).been’ superiar to: the 
present system they would have: been 
adopted. The question of graft should 
not be suggested, as it was a question 
only of getting the best’ possible ‘sys- 
tem for the city. He objected ‘to the 
criticisms made about the mayor go- 
ing to the board of trade and the Re- 
tail Merchants’ association for approv- 
al, If these are not the men most in- 
terested, then he wanted to know. who 
are more important to consult?” 

The idea of people holding up the 
outside public for land located at the 
outskirts of the city and situated on 
First street or First avenue, did not 
appeal very strongly to Mr. Booth. 
He took the view that not much harm 
could be worked by the real estate men, 
as prospective purchasers would no 
doubt make inquiries as-to the nature 
of the buildings in the vicinity of the 
property offered them before purchas- 
ing. Any other scheme is simply go- 
ing out of the frying pan into the fire, 
sald Mr. Booth, 


Will Save Money on Deliveries. 


The system was endorsed by J. FE. 
jrown, the manager of Reyillon Bros. 
His strong point in favor of the scheme 
was that it would save the company 
money on their delivery bill which is 
now costing some $20,000 a year. 'n- 
der the new system he believed that 
delivery would) be much easter and 
therefore it had his support and ‘the 
support of the company he repre- 
sented. 

Declaring that the opposition to the 
system was honest, but only the result 
of insufficient knowledge of the same, 
was the view taken by W. T. Henry, 
of the Blowey-Henry Co. His experi- 
ence in watching the new system was 
sufficient to convince him that it would 
work all right if only given a 
chance. Much of the opposition, he 
thought, would disappear as soon as 
the new system was completed and in 
general use, 

A number of other speakers address- 
ed the meeting, and in most cases they 
had little fault to find with the sys- 
tem. <A yote was then taken, with the 
result that. almost unanimously those 
in attendance were favorable to the 
continuance of the new system.

Turbulent Scengs in Electoral Strug- 
gle in Italy—Garibaldi Attacked 
by Mob. 


Rome, Oct. 17—The campaign in the 
general election,. which will be held 
October 26 is waxing warm, and in 
some cases political activity has taken 
the form of violence. The government 
however, has issued orders for the 
prompt repression of all disturbances. 

A meeting of Garibaldians, held here 
yesterday to register a protest against 
Ricciotti Baribaldi, the only surviving 
son of the patriot, because he has giv- 
en his support to the candidacy of 
Marquis Di Medici, a nephew of one of 
the Garibaldian generals, who is also 
supported ‘by the clericals. , 

Ricciotti Garibaldi, crippled by old 
wounds, arrived here yesterday, and 
drove through a hostile gathering. He 
was attacked by the demonstrators, 
one of whom struck him with a stick. 
His assailant was immediately arrest- 
ed and the police restored order,

Because Alcohol is Not a 
Beverage. 
London, Ont. Oct. 17—T, A. 


Loughey, a druggist, who was brought 
before Police Magistrate Judd yester- 
day charged by License Inspector A. R. 
Galpin with selling liquor without a 
license, admitted that he had given a 
prohibitory  lister 25 cents worth of 
pure alcohol, but raised a point that 
the magistrate thought worthy of a 
week's consideration, 

Mr. Loughey's contention is that 
liquors are alcoholic beverages, and 
that pure alcohol is a definite chemical 
and not a liquor. Upon this argument 
he based the defence that he did not 
commit a breach of the liquor license 
act. 

“Pure alcohol would choke a man If 
he attempted to drink it, and is ac- 
cordingly not a beverage,” the druggist 
contended. 

The magistrate considered the point 
to be w !l taken, and stated that he 
would reserve his decision for a week. 

The judgment is expected to be one 
of some provincial importance in that 
it is a point never berore raised in 
such instances,

Hon. D. Marshall’s Speech 

In the course. of the debate. Mr, Mar- 
shall said: Gonsidering the, time of 
night it is and.the, length of the de- 
bate, I willomake my remarks as short 
as possible, There are just a~ few 
things I want to say. Ido not. know 
that it is very important that I should 
say them, but I seem to be on the pro- 
gramme. The honorable. member for 
Pincher Creek has referred’ to the work 
which has been put on the rural muni- 
cipalities -and comparing ..them. to 
the counties in the east. He — de- 
clared we were taking revenue. from 
the municipalities and imposing extra 
duties on them. Now, it is hardly in 
keeping that conditions in some of 
the older provinces should be com- 
pared with conditions out here. In 
Ontario jails are all built by county 
tax, the jailer is employed and paid 
by the county and a number of offi- 
cers are paid by the county and that 
burden has never been placed on the 
municipalities. We are simply asking 
the rural “municipalities to do what 
the townships do in Ontario, All, the 
taxes they are asked to raise are simi- 
lar to the townships in Ontarfo, and 
everything that is borne by the county 
rate in Ontario is borne by the pro- 
vince here; that is, the administration 
of justice, the operation of revision 
courts or district courts and the ap- 
pointment. of school inspectors and all 
that kind of thing, We are not ask- 
ing them to bear a burden as large 
as that. 

Normal Schools. 

Some reference was made: by the 
member for Wainwright as to the Ic- 
cation of the normal school and he 
considered it something of an outraze 
that it should be built in a town the 
size of Camrose. Now Camrose is a 
very bright litle town.’ A gentleman 
from the United States informed me 
thatthe ~ most sitecessful_ - normal 


}school in the States was in the town 


of Ypsilanti, Mich., a town of 1609, and 
the reason he gave was that ‘the stu- 
dents were spending their time study- 
ing and not going to theatres instead, 
He also stated that a town of that 
size took prideyin a normal school 
as the big institution in the town, and 
the result was that many facilities 
were. afforded -the teachers for enjoy - 
ment outside of school hours that they 
would not haye in-a large city. 

The member for Camrose just told nie 
of o little incident that happened in 
Camrose-the other day, The teachers 
were having a class of nature 6tudy 
and 22 automobiles were placed at their 
disposal by the citizens and they were 


driven outland spent the day in. gath-, 


erin’ SREmMons and “Wess Were the 
gucsis of.the people of Camrose. The 
jteachers have ull expressed themselyes 
us well pleased that the school is lo- 
cated there. 
Public Health and- Hospitals. 

Now, I was very much interested in 
some of the remarks by the member for 
High River, who discussed yery well 
the question of public health and hos- 
pitals in the province. I owas glad to 
hear the compliment which he paid to 
the officials of that branch of my 
|depurctment, I agree that it is not as 
extensive as it should be. These men 
have more travelling to do than men 
should be asked to do in the discharge 
of their duties, Last year in the pro- 
vince of Gntario they made a large 
addition to the staff. They have now 
six or eight branches in the province 
and they are doing excellent work. 
They are currying con an educational 
campaign that is very important in the 
training of the people of the province 
of Ontario in the carrying out of the 
health Jaws, T think we have as many 
medical health officers in this proyince 
for the population even now as they 
haye in Ontario, It is true that in our 
Work we are not spending perhaps as 
much money as some of the cities and 
{that is true even of the larger cities in 
{Ontario, They are not spending as 
much in the province of Ontario as in 
Toronto. {f was interested in what the 
imember said in regard to bacteriolog- 
ists in the province, That has been a 
question that has been before us for 
some time, especially with respect to 
diseases like diptneria, It is important 
doctors who want to have an ex- 
jamination made that the examination 
ishould be nade quickly and they 
should get the returns back as soon ag 
possibie. We have only one bacterio- 
logist in the province and it is some- 
times difficult for doctors in the south 
to set their returns back as quickly as 
they would like, We have not decided 
yet what we will do in that matter but 
we have in connection with our schools 
of agriculture, whieh are in the same

a@ man who won’ the gold medal in 
chemistry, He afterwards attended the 
agricultural college of the West . of 
Scotland. He would require some spe- 
cial training, I have discussed this 
matter with Dr, Tory and Dr.~ Revell, 
and they are in the position to glye him 
this training, 
Olds. We have another man who Is 
{n our school at Claresholm, a graduate 
of the Toronto University, a graduate 
in bacterlology, I understand that the 
city of Calgary {is establishing a bac- 
terlological department themselves, In 
that case, I think the only. place where 
{t would be necessary for us to start 
in the meantime, would be at Clareg- 
holm. It might be necessary to start 
at Olds, as Calgary may be using their 
laboratory simply for use in the city. 
It would not be necessary.to have one 
at Vermilion because of the train’ fa- 
cilities into Edmonton, We have not 
formulated a policy upon this}, but*both 
Dr.Tory and Dr. Revell say it would 
be possible to give thes¢ men a certain 
amount of extra training so that they 
would be able to make reports that 
would be absolutely correct. 


Tubercular Patients. 

Now, with regard to tubercular pa- 
tients, I have new regulations on my 
desk prepared by the medical officer 
of health, which I have not had time to 
go into with him, He told me that 
these regulations were compelling the 
larger hospitals to provide for tent 
accommodation or some kind of ac- 
commodation for tubercular patients. 
A short time ago a deputation from 
Calgary waited upon the premier, and 
we agreed to, give a grant of $25,000 
for the erection of tubercular hospi- 
tal in the province of Alberta. This 
was—on certain conditions that they 
raised some money and got a grant of 
land from the dominion. I understand 
they have arranged for the grant of 
land, and so soon as they are prepar- 
ed to go on with their building, the 
province stands ready to give them 
the grant of $25,000 towards its con- 
struction. I mention these things to 
show that we are ready to move, per- 
haps not as fast as some of the medi- 
cal men would like us to move, but 
ready to move in that direction, and to 
do something to assist in the eradica- 
tion of this terrible disease in the pro- 
vince of Alberta. . 

Weeds on Public Roads. 

The honorable member for. Leth- 
bridge said something about weeds 
on the public reads and highways. of} 


the province. There is a clause 
in’ the weed act which says _— that 
weeds on public roads shall be des- 


troved by the local improvement 
district or rural municipality in which 
they are situated, and if he will notify 
Mr. King, one of our weed inspectors, 
—and a good one—I wi?l guarantee he 
will have it cleaned up in a very short 
time. With regard to weeds, our ex- 
penditure has been reasonably large, 
larger than that of any other province 
in the dominion. The Canada Farm 
Journal in the city of Toronto is askk- 


ing the government of the province 
of Ontario to do something in this 
matter. The honorable member — for 


Okotoks discussed this mattef, and T 
think he agreed that so far’as our 
weed act is concerned, while it is not 
perfect, it is reasonably good, and that 
really. the question is one of enforce- 
ment. I do not think it is the duty, 
of this government to go on to any 
man's farm. and cleanup his weeds, 
I think the government has done its 
duty when it appoints weed inspectors 
to endeavor. to compel the farmer to 
clean up the weeds. The government 
has spent a good deal of money ‘on 
cleaning up weeds on deserted farms. 
This is assessed against the farm in 
the shape of taxes. During the last 
year a good deal of this work has 
been done and [ think it may be said 
of the men in charge of the weed 
branch of the agricultural department 
that there is no more energetic hard- 
working set of-men in the province of 
Alberta today. I know our weed in- 
spector in the summer time travels 
pretty nearly night and day and he 
has done a great deal of very hard 
work in the province endeavoring to 
cope with this and he has had a very 
considerable measure of success, Tt 
is practically impvesible to wipe out 
the weed nuisance and the only thing 
to do is to keep it within bounds, 
During the last year we spent the 
freater portion of Gur money in the 
sovthern part of tur province because 
that is where we hare the great strug- 
gle egainst weels on account of the 
winds and the mustard baving got into 
that country, 
Demonstration Farms 

With regard %> demonstration farins 
I would like to say aword or two, The 
honorable member for South Wdamon- 
ton was informing me the other night 
that he knew more about the demon- 
stration farms than T did, I have no 
doubt he has a very great knowledge 
and his knowledge is only exceeded 
by his modesty. But L only knew one 
man who knew all about agriculture 
and he told me more in 10° minutes 
than any other man | engaged in two 
weeks and I made the mistake of en- 
gaging him. We have not get him now. 
We have a fellow now who did not say 
much about what he could do, and I 
think, the member for Stony Plain will 
agree with me that the Stony Flain 
farm is a pretty nice place to see, 

Mr, Weidenhanimer; Do you mean 
to say that he was a good manager all 
through or a good dairy man? 

_Mr, Marshall: He came to us with 
credentials lo slow he was a wonder- 
ful fellow but he was no good. We 
have a modest fellow now who does not 
say much about it and he is doing well. 

Just a word or two with regard, to 
the policy in connection with these 
farms. When we commenced — these 
farms ovr policy and our Intentions 
were net the same as th¢y are now. 
It was not our intention to make them 
educational institutions to begin with. 
Our intention was to build a small hall 
on the farm and use it for short course 
schools in agriculture. Afterwards I 
made a trip through the states and 
found out the kind of work they were 
doing there, then I came to the con- 
clusion that these farms need not stop 
there but that they should be made 
the basis of our educational institutions 
and instead of establishing an Agricul- 
tural College we should. establish

we have perhaps, built more than in- 
tended and spent‘inore money on these 
farms—something in the neighborhood 
of $40,000 6n the-land and buildings on 
these farms at ithe present time. ‘Two, 
weeks ago I went out. from this ‘city 
with one of the medical health inspec! 
tors from Ontario to the Stony Plain 
farm. We got out there about milking 
time. When this man looked through 
our stable and saw the method of milk~ 
ing and saw them cool the milk to the 
temperature of 42’ degrees in less than 
five minutes after il was milked and 
saw the way they handled the milk he 
said it was the best, cleanest and most 
sanitary he liad ever seen in his Ly.
